Fired with the sense 
of a divine misgon miraculously com- 
municated, when he aadresses himself 
to the fulfillment of it all bis awkward- 
ness, shyness and self-restraint vanish 
In the pulpit he is absolutely devoid of 
self-consciousness, His face glows with 
the enthusiasm that consumes him. He 
takes no thought of what he is to say, 
he will tel] you, and yet he is never at 
@ loss for a phrase, He holds hig con- 
gregation for hours, In some strange 
fashion he imparts to them the same 
ffenzy that possesses him. As he speaks 
,men and women bury their faces in their 
|hands and sob aloud. When he pauses 
| others jump to their feet and put forth 
tleir petitions, or stories of marvelous 
ccnversion and contrition. It may be that 
scme rough, unkempt toller, who has 
never spoken a word in public befora 
will pray and exhort with a fluency 
and fervor that knows no check until 
exhaustion ovenpowers him. 

And yet this untutored preacher, whose 
influence over hig auditors exceeds that 
of the most gifted divines, is in no 
Sense an orator, even fn witat might be 
termed his most inspired moments. There 
is no method in his addresses. Printed 
Verbatim they would make poor réead- 
ing. But they move his hearers as peo- 
|pie are never stirred by the most re- | 
nowned of pulpit orators. He differs from | 
al] revivalists the writer has ever heard | 
in the way he reveals the joy and hap- | 
piness his faith hag brought him. He 
Smiles when he prays; he gives way to 
bursts of laughter when he exhorts. His 
‘religion is full of mirth. Perhaps this 
|\may account jn some measure for the 
‘Wondrous influence he exercises. For 
|most of those composing his audiences 
this life is hard and sordid and they 
must feel it is worth something to ob- 
tain such happiness ag he has found. But 
it is precisely this feature of his work 
over which many Welsh minfsters shake 
their heads in grave disapproval. With 
them religion is a solemn business, and 
laughter in church or chapel appears 
hardly less a desecration than an oath. 
| Mirth with them is associated with thea- 
| ters, music halls and such ungodly 
places, They don‘t know what to make

The Zone Time System. 
(From The London Telegraph.) 
During the last twenty years a move- 
ment has been In progress having for its 


over the world, called the universal or 
zone time system, The principle was ex- 
pounded by the astronomer royal, Mr, 
Christie, in a lecture at the Royal in- 
stitution in 1886. The plan is famillar 
to any continental traveler. When in 
Belgium or Spain the railway clocks 
agree with his watch, if this has been 
so to Greenwich time, in Germany, Italy 
or Switzerland the clocks are exs*tly one 
hour fast of this, and so on. Not only in 
Europe, but now in every part of the 
globe the system is in vogue, and {it is 
announced in the Observatory Magazine 
for the current month that even such a 
conservative country as China has adopt- 
ed it. Along the east coast from Niu- 
chwang to Wwatow and up the Yang-tse- 
kiang they are keeping the time of the 
meridian exactly eight hours east of 
Greenwich, and the colonia] office has 
lately given sanction of this being the 
legal time of Hongkong and the other 
British colonies within the zone. West- 
ern China is likely soon to adopt the 
time seven hours fast on Greenwich, and | 
India and farther India are about to fall 
in with the scheme, so that the universal] 
time eystém now goes round the world, 
and ail the principa)] nationalities, except 
France and Ireland, have adopted Green- 
| wich as their prime meridian,

‘Viewed from the 
he says, “the apparent advan- 
tage in directness of communication, in 
access of light and air, seems obvions 
and unquestionable, but a more intimate 
acquaintance with the city and its people 
érom within reveals the fact that despite 
the modern rise of wealth, the average 
Parisian household has actually less liv- 
ing room in the new tenements than be- 
fore in the old, and this at a far Breater 
cost for rent and taxes. The decline both 
in mumber and quality of population 
which has at length so deeply impressed 
the mind of France and of the world, is 
now seen to have been in no small meas, 
ure accelerated by these costly improve- 
ments. Moreover, with fuller knowledge 
of the city and its health statistics one 
Sees that the broader streets, the Super- 
ficial spaciousness, are dearly purchased 
iby the loss of the ample courts, the old 
gardens which lay unseen within. For 
to have to play tn the dusty air of the 
streetg is one main factor in the weak- 
ness of town children.”’ 

The conclusion ho reaches on this point 
fs of peculiar interest to Ame?ican mu- 
nicipalities where the substitution of new 
buildings for old in crowded sections is 
constantly unged. “The moral of all 
this,’”” he writes, “is a very simple ohe, 
yet not fully adopted into the policy of 
any improving city, that to lessén. 4irt, 
ovencrowding and the rest we should not 
merely relieve our feelings and improve 
appearances by demolitions, even follow- 
@d by imposing rebuilding, but as far as 
may be, improve the old and build new 
quarters beyond, so slackening the press- 
ure of population upon habitation, not in- 
creasing it,

I¢ the scheme is «arried out Dun- 
fermline will bless the day when Andrew 
Carnegie chanced to be bom there, and 
other cities will profit by her example. 


Ruffed Grouse in Captivity. 
' (From Forest amd Stream.) 

I have this day witnessed a sight which 
has caused me more surprise and interest 
than anything connected wtih our grand- 
est game bird ever did before.

Dublin, December 10.—There is a famine 
brewing in Connemara. 

At best, want never removes itself 
from the people of this sea-gnawed rag 
of land—the gentlest, the kimdlliest, the 
most helpless folk in the world. All the 
year round the aJlmoners of the govertn- 
ment in the shape of the fisheries board, 
the congested districts ‘boad, and other 
boards combine with the loca] guardians 
to spoon-feed the peasants, finding them 
easy employment and appliances for their 
work, 

In the ordinary course they live on 
patches of bog-tainted land, rippled with 
rocks, where no plow can pass, with a 
small harvest of potatoes and maybe a 
handful of oats to see them through the 
year. Those on the coast, however, add ; 
to this with a@ ffftle unskillful fishing, 
kelp and weed. gathering, and turf cut- 
ting for the fires in Galway. 

But it is.to the potatoes in general 
that they look for means to get through 
the year. This year, however, has been 


all] through the summer have left them 
soft and ‘“‘squashy,’’ only one remove 
from rottenness, while two storms that 
swept the country in June took the stalke 
clean off at the ground level like a. 
scythe. The result fs that the rop now 
averages in the best part of Connemara 
not more than three-fifths of its norma! 
weight. 

Spoiled by the Wet. 
I have just completéd a journey along 
the coast from Clifden to Galway. It 
was after rounding Bertragboy bay amid 
most superb scenery that evidences of 
the coming famine began to press on one. 
The population was huddled into ‘‘con- 
geries,” as Galway calls them—squalid 
hamlets unnamed on the map where 4a 
dozen families lived on land barely able 
to support one. 
he houses were shapeless cabins, reek- 
ing with peat smoke. The very atmos- 
phere and odor of squalor was upon all, 
but stopped short of the people. They, 
in spite of everything, were Irish still— 
lange, indefatigable, mild-eyed children, 
facing the winter ‘blandly, sure that the 
powers that be will not let them starve. 
“'Tis the wet that spoils the spuds,” I 
was told near Mayrus by one dark raga- 
muffin who never ceased smiling. ‘Sure, 
holy water itself wouldn’t suit them.” 
This whole community had taken to 
weed-gathering for a livelihood, and some 
of the families were already in receipt 
of poor relief. 
From Ballynew to Spiddle potato gTow- 
ers have obtained about a third of their 
normal] «crop, and will be safe from dis- 
tress till the end of January. Then the 
board of guardians will have to supple- 
ment their meager earnings at peat-cut- 
ting and weed-gathering. 
It must not be forgotten in regard to the 
spoiled crops that at no time does Conne- 
mara fully support its inhabitants. The 
rents are earned in.

That Ends Well.” 

The action of the city council in 
granting the petitions of the raflroads 
for the right to proceed with the work 
of construction in carrying out their 
plans for improved facilities comes as 
a gratifying finale of the long, unfor- 
tunate struggle between the shipping 
interests of Atlanta and the carriers, 
having as its object the lowering of 
local freight rates to a basis of com- 
petitive equality with neighboring 
cities. q 

The granting of the requests of the 
railroads signified the withdrawal of 
all opposition by. the Atlanta Freight 
Bureau to the granting of further 
municipal favors or privileges to the 
carrier corporations until they should 
show a disposition to redress the 
transportation wrongs of Atlanta. 
The railroads, in the agreement re- 
cently reached with the municipal 
committee appointed for the purpose, 
showed a disposition to give Atlanta 
shippers a square deal in the future, | 
and the embargo that for weeks has 
been placed upon railroad legislation 


cordingly removed. 

As matters now stand, Atlanta has 
reason to feel that her freight rate 
trouBles are of the past, and, natural- 
ly, the feeling is one of jubilation. The 
agreement reached as sort of an arbi- 
tration treaty between the railroads 
and the city is not revolutionary in 
the tarif? readjustments it carries 
with it, but the concessions obtained 
from the carriers amount to substan- 
tial reductions affecting a large por- 
tion of Atlanta’s ground of complaint, 
and the rest of the ground promises 
to recefve prompt and satisfactory at- 
tention. 

Although the settlement is as yet 
but partial, it takes a long step on the 
right road, and the general confidence 
in the ultimate consummation seerfis 
to be well placed. 

Atlanta has kept faith with the rail- 
roads, so far as her committee agree- 
ments are concerned, and nobody 
doubts that the railroads will keep. 
faith with Atlanta. | 

The matters in course of arbitration |

Bo “Naval Insurance,” 

The Springfield Republican does not 
lack perspicacity of illustration and 
force of argument on certain themes. 
These qualities are seen at their best 
in an analysis of Secretary Morton's 
declaration, in his recent annual re- 
port, that a big navy “is the best in- 
surance against war’ and that ‘we 
want such a navy in size, style and 
‘sand’ that no other navy will ever de- 
sire an engagement with us. It is our 
greatest exhibit in favor of peace.” 

Discussing the historical efficacy of 
a great navy in the preservation of 
peace, The Republican then says: 


It is specious theorizing to assume that 
a navy of the size contemplated by Mr 
Morton is necessarily an insurando 
against war. What possible war that did 
not take place was avoided because the 
possible belligerents frightened each 
other off by their big fleet? Persons like 
the secretary of the navy should be chal- 
lenged to search history for example to 
fortify their argument. If a navy ts an 
Insurance against war, why then did the 
present war in the Far East break out? 
Both Russia and Japan had fleete; and 
their respective naval forces In the Orient 
before war began were substantially of 
the same strength. Each side had confi- 
dence, of course, in its navy; and the 
truth is that the possession of these rival 
fleets, viewed from the differing stand- 
points of the two powers, promoted the 
war rather than prevented it. Or go back 
to the Franco-Prussian war in 1870. 
France had a powerful fleet, as fleets 
were in those days; Prussia had scarcely 
a ship. It would be ridiculous to assert 
that France’s fleet was at that time “an 
insurance against war.’’ History is 
crowded with wars, and not one of them 
was seriously obstructed in the making 
because of fleets, Now let us be informed, 


never were simply because naval arma- 
ments prevented them. 

Demonstrating the retroactive in- 
fiuence of this “naval insurance’ the- 
ory and the dangers that lurk in its 
actual application, The Republican 
says: 

An “insurance” that has within itself 
the means of making fire or war, and 
which in certain hands is a temptation 
to break the world’s peace, is a fraud of 
an unspeakable character. This is not 
saying that navies are dispensable at the 
present time, but it is an endeavor to ex- 
pose the hollowness of the “insurance” 
argument, when used in the advocacy of 
an American fleet “the most formidable 
{in existence.” 3 

Which is a succinct summary of the 
“other side” of Secretary Morton’s ar- 
guments and recommendations, with 
which he prefaces a request for the 
biggest naval expenditures in the his- 
tory of the nation. It resembles the 
attitude of the man who, conscious 


picks out a chip of proportionate size, 
places it on his shoulder and strides 
aggressively down “de big road” in 
search of some one pugnacious enough | 
to knock it off. Sometimes his wish 
comes true, and—but that is another 
story. 

The present naval estimates will, 
of course, go through. If larger ones 
are submitted at the next session they 
will probably enjoy a similar fortune. 
The American people are wonderfully 
lavish when their pride is touched 
simultaneously with their pocket- 
books, provided the “touch” is applied 
with plausible reasoning. But the 


‘day will come when they will distin- 


guish between the demand for a navy 
of rational size and that for one of 
such proportions as to constitute more 
of a menace than a protection. —

Plattism Is Not Northern Sentiment. 

Elsewhere on this page we publish 
an editorial from The Daily States, of 
New Orleans, and a communication 
from Hon. Frank Johnston, former at- 
torney general of Mississippi. Each, 
in a different way, bears vitally on the 
animated discussion precipitated by 
the Platt reapportionment Dill. 

The States’ editorial, temperately 
and logically, coincides in the belief of 
The Constitution that northern senti-

He 
Says: 

I have thought a great deal about the 
representation clause of the fourteenth 
Amendment, as the possible cause of a 
new sectional quarrel between the north 
and the south, and I am strongly inclined 
to think that we should avoid this if 
possible. The republican party is going 
to do as it pleases in this matter and 
the south !s absolutely powerless. The 
wiser course will be for the southern 
men to make a fair statement of their 
views and appeal to the conservative and 
just sentiment of the north. We have 
always had the worst of sectionalism. 


sions recently asked by and granted 
the zemstvos, he deprecates the entire 
matter, declaring that such procedure 
is “an obstacle in the path of pro- 
gress” and only acts as a deterrent to 
“true social amelioration.”

Under these circumstances it is 
hardly probable that the protestations 
of Tolstoi will carry much weight, at 
least in the present instance. He has 
done the Russian masses an inesti- 
mable service in presenting their de- 
gradation to the world through his 
novels and plays, and very possibly 
his indomitable persistence has much 
to do with the conciliatory policy of 
Mirsky and the emperor. Just now, 
however, his interference will go a 
long way toward defeating the very 
ends for which he has been clamoring 
unless, as seems probable, it will be 
treated as the illogical) maundering of 
an old man -who has lost the faculty 
of discriminating between the sub- 
stance of things earthy and the shadow 
of things purely spiritual.

Panama, Republic of Panama.— 
“One of the greatest troubles with 
which we have had so far to contend 
is that so many of the young Ameri- 
cans who come here insist upon ap- 
plying the sentiments of Kipling’s 
‘On the Road to Mandalay,’ or in 
trying to do so, which is the same 
thing. I mean that part about 
‘somewhere east of Suez where * * 
* there ain't no ten commandments 
and a man can raise a thirst.’ They 
seem anxious to prove or to believe, 
that Panama is east of Suez.” 


General Davis, in talking to the mem-

In view of the: terribly had health rec- 
ord of the isthmus, it is the highest 
duty of the American authorities to do 
everything in their power to promote 
the welfare of the men who come down 
here, and nothing is more conducive to 
the peace of mind of a man than some 
diversion of some kind after his day's 
work ts done. All work and no play not 
omly makes Jack a dull boy, but a reg- 
iment of that kind {sg productive of men- 
tal woTtry, amd mental worry does more 
to break up men who come to the tropics 
than amy other one thing. 


Some Pertinent Suggestions. 

So far as posasibie, the men who come 
here should be furnished quarters in 
healthful localities outside the cities of 
Parema and Colon. While they are pass- 
ing through the acclimatization period, it 
is far better for them to be on the hills, 
as the marines are at Empire, then in 
these cities which, umder the most favor- 
able circumstances, are ‘bound to be 


Into this atmosphere the young men | breeding places of tropical diseases. But 


who come to take places in the different 
Cepartments of the canal work are 
thrown. It is the only phase of native 
life they sea Ag a bright young college 
man who has been here for some months 
attached to the engineering department 
said to me: 
Nothing To Do but Work. 

“The thing that influences so many of 
our men to dissipation is the aibsence 
of diversion of any kind. There is abso- 
lutely nothing here—nething but the 
vices. This is the hardest part of our 
life. Those of us on duty at Panama 
hang around G6ur offices at night be 
cause there is nothing else to do; those 
out on the line ere demied even 
pleasure. There are no theaters, no 
dance hails, no clubs, and there is no 
home life open to them. It is an alto- 
gether desolate existence. While I have 
never taken a drink, I can say in all hon- 
esty that once in a while I have envied 
the fellows who do, for they seem to 
find a way to forget.” 

The same story on all sides. A good 
many of the people now here &re pretty 
sore on it all. Unless a man comes for 
the love of the work and finds his great- 
est joy in its accomplishment, he had 
better stay away, 

Something Must Be tnt tr 
I have no doubt, however, fore 


that - 
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whether in Panama or Colon, or at some 
new settlementg on the hills of the ca- 
nal sone, there should be club houses 
where American men, young or old, can 
oongregate in the evenings, and these 
should be equipped with reading rooms 
and gymnasium apparatus, end billiard 
rooms and opportunities for playing ail 
kinds of innocent games. A nominal 
charge would make these clubs self-sus- 
taining. There should, of course, be 
co drinking of strong drinks end no 
gambling, Out it is perfectly feasible to 
make clubs attractive without either, 
and there is, in my judgmert, nothing else 
so necessary or so valuable as the fur- 
nishing of some such means of making 
life down here bearable. 

I should think it well worth while to 
convert Taboga island, in the gulf of 
Panama, into a resort. The 9 mile ride 
from La Boca or from Panama City is 
ideal, Taboga itself has all the natural 
dvantages for such use, and doubtless 
the American authorities would have no 
trouble in finding a ooncessionaire who, 
with reasonable encouragement, would 
convert this into an ideal Little. resort. 
There isn’t a day in the year—the days of 
heavy storms excepted—when such a 
resort would not be only largely patron- 
ized; and it would be valuable just in 
the same way as the clubs I have sug- 
gested. While as yet the authorities have 
not reached this amusement phase of 
their work, they will doubtless see its 
necessity before proceeding very much 
farther. 

Cleanliness and Health. 
The health problem need not be a 


i greatly serious one if things are man- 
‘aged rightly from the start. While the 
{isthmus has, through centu@es, borne the 
reputation of being about the most un- 

healthful corner of the earth, this I!s 

largely because of the neglect—or worse 
,~of the Spaniards who settled the coun- 

try end bullt the cities, and of the 
French who were in practical control dur- 
Ing the several periods of canal con- 
.gtruction feverishness. The Anglo-Saxon 
and the Japanese seem to be born with 
an understanding of the value of clean- 
4 liness and the necessity for it; the Latins 
do not seem to understand this any 
more than the Russians or the Chinese. 

There are now about 600 men working 
in the health and sanitation department 
under American experts. The men in 
Girect charge of the work are those 
chiefly responsible for making over the 
cities of Cuba. Colonel Gorgos ts in 
charge with Major La Garde and Lieu- 
tenant Lyster as his assistants. Under 
their direction the big hospital] on Ancon 
Hill is being rapidly put into shape and 
the general plans for sanitation are being 
worked out. The Ancon hospital will 
have a capacity of about 1,000 beds; 
about 100 patients are now being treated 
there, and so far not a single white case 
has been lost. 

Working for Sanitation. 

The more important problem to be met 
by the medical branch of the service is 
that of sanitation. This would be sim- 
ple enough were the fleld of operations 
confined to the !0-mile strip across the 
isthmus, which is the canal zone proper, 
but under the provisions of the treaty 
between the United States and the re- 
public of Panama, we assume responsi- 


bility for health and sanitation in the 


two cities, Panama and Colon, whose past 
record as pest holes is unexcelled. 

Colonel Gorgas and his men have 
worked out elaborate plans for the bet- 
terment of things fn the cities and In the 
towns along the rallroad, and they are 
preparing to make the same sort of 
crusade against fhe stegomyla faclata, 
the mosquito which carries the germs of 
yellow fever upon its person, that Major 
Reed and Gorgas conducted fn Cuba. 
Swamps surround Colon for _ several 
miles. It is believed these are thé mos- 
quito breeders. They are to be syste- 
matically and scientifically attacked by 
the mosquito brigades, and afterwards 
drained off if this is found to be prac- 
ticable. The most rigid sanitary regu- 
lations are to be put Into effect in every 
corner of this territory. 

Naturally this feature of the American 
work on the istimus {fs going to be cost- 
ly. I am told the estimates of the scien- 
tists contemplate the early éxpenditure 
of about $800,000—perhaps in the firet 
year. There {s some u:sposition to look 
askance at so great an expenditure, and I 
know some of the members of the com- 
mission have had things to say about 
the “reckless disregard’ by medical and 
scientific menyof money; but certainly 
of all the preliminary work, this is of 
the greatest !mportance. The success of 
the enterprise depends very largely, if 
not entirely, upon American ability to 
maintain the healthfulness of the big 
force, white and black, which is to be 
employed here. 

Health the Keystone. 

Given proper health conditions, there 
will be no question of the labor supply; 
given sufficient labor of the right qual- 
ity, there can be no question of success. 
The quality of the labor, and the quan- 
tity, will depend upon the conditions from 
the sanitation and health standpoint. 
Whatever sum is expended !n this direc- 
tion, be it ever so great, will be money 
well invested if it brings results, as it 
is bound to do,

UGUSTA, GA., December 10.—<(Spe- 
A cist Augusta Chronicle tomor- 

row wil] publish the following com- 
munication on the subject of negro dis- 
franchisement from the pen of Hon. Wil- 
liam H. Fleming: 

*T am not in active politics and do not 
desire to be—but every good citizen 
ought to take an interest in public af- 
fairs, and if he thinks geriously enough 
on public questions to reach conclusions 
of any value, he ought to be willing to 
expresg them while public opinion is In 
its formative state. and not wait unti] it 
has crystallized, and then begin to pro- 
test. 

“The race question in the south certain- 
ly does present a probdlem—ae difficult 
problem. Its proper solution must come 


ing passion not misleading sentiment. 
Better than optimism and better than pes- 
simism js facing the truth, be it for bet- 
ter or for worse, 

“In seeking a solution of any difficult 
problem, the first gtep should be to elimi- 
nate the impossible schemes proposed, and 
then concentrate on gome scheme that is 
at least possibile. 

“The negroes are going to stay in the 
south, and so are the whites. 

“The plainly sensible thing to do is to 
devise the mest modus vivendi or working 
basis by which the greatest good can , 
be accomplished for ourselves and our 
posterity. 

White Supremacy Essential 

“The first, the absolutely essential] far- 
tor in such a plan, so far as human ken 
can now foresee, is white supremacy—a 
supremacy arising from matura] superior- 
ity, but based on justice to the negro. 

“Those demagogues whose stock in 
trade is ‘hating the nigger,’ may gain 
some tem: advantage for them- 
selves, but they will achieve nothing per- 
manent for the good of the state or na- 
tion. Injustice and oppression wil] not 
solve any of the problems of the ages. 
God did not so ordain His universe. 

“Proud of our race we refuse to amal- 
gamate with the negro, nevertheless the 
negro {s a humam being, and within the 
‘brotherhood of man’ and under the ‘fath- 
erhood of God,’ 

‘Moreover, he ts an American citizen 
and protected as such by guarantees of 
the constitution that are as irrepearable, 
[ had almost said, as the bill of rights

No Repeal of 14th and 15th Amend- 
ments. 

“Nothing could be more useless than 
for the south to permit itself to be de- 
ceived by those who would wage a wordy 
warfare for the repeal of the fourteenth 
and fifteenth amendments to the constli- 
tution. That is another one of the im- 
possible solutions which should be 
promptly rejected by all leve] headed men 
who seek the truth We kad just ar well 
bay the moon. As against such blind fol- 
ly, we may always expect a solid north, 
east and west, and a south in worse polit- 
ical isolation than it Ig today. 

“Nor if such a thing as repealing these 
amendments were possible, would it be 
wise or desirable eyen for the south. 
While it ig true that no two races as dis- 
tinct as the Anglo-Saxon and the negro 
can live together on terms of perfect 
equality under a free government, yet it 
ig equally true that without some ar- 
cess to the ballot, present or prospective, 
some participation in the government, 
no inferior race could long protect itself 
against reduction to slavery in many of 
its substantia] forms—and the south wants 
no more of that curse. 

White Majority Is Increasing. 

“Negro dominition is not possible in the 
south for n:any generations except with 
an increased proportion of negroes of 
which there is no present prospect. The 
census shows that the previous numert- 
cal majority of the whites over the blacks 
in the ten distinctive southern states was 
increased by 1,002,662 from !890 to 1900. 
This increase occurred to some extent 
in each one of the ten states except Mis- 
sissippi; and Loulsiana changed from a 
black majority of 798 in 1890 to a white 
majority of 78,818 in 1900. 

“In a typical southern city the death 
rate in 1903 for whites was 11.40 per 
thousand—for negroes it was 27.58 per 
thousand. These figures are significant 
Nature exacts obedience to her laws. 
She knows neither pity nor revenge. 

“‘Moreover, the immigration from ali 
Europe aids the whites; the negroes have 
no outside source of gupply. 

“The bullding of the Panama canal 
with the inevitable industrial develop- 
ment of the south; willl certainly acceler- 
ate and augment white immigration, and 
no doubt the census of 1910 and succeed- 
ing decades will show results similar to 
those of 1900. Thus is our margin of 
safety on the score of numbers continu- 
ally increasing. 

“In the ace of these facts, we can af- 
ford to give the negro justice without 
imperilling white supremacy. 

“If future years should develop enough 
race pride in the negroes to make them 
gravitate to one locality, they might gain 
ascendency there, but there are no 


Georgia at least is in no danger of such 
a catastrophe. 

“As regards developments of the im- 
mediate future under the present federal 
administration, it is not in the power, 
if it were in the heart, of President 
Roosevelt to do the south much perma- 
nent harm, and, for 
lieve he has any intention of carrying 
his broad philosophy of a ‘square deal’ | 
to the extent of putting ‘black heels on | 
white necks.’ IT he should attempt it, 
he would fail. 

“There is nothing in the constitution 
of the United States even as amended 
that confers the ballot on the negro, or 


amendment ig that it prohibits a state 


on account of his race. Such a pro- 
vision in the laws of Russa would pre- 
vent the existing persecution of 
Jews. 
right to keep ignorance and vice away 
from the bailot bex, provided in doting so 
it does not draw a line of race discrimi- 
nation, 
Georgia Is Fortunate. 

“Georgia has been more fortunate) 
than many of her sister states. She re- 
deemed herself first after reconstruction, 
and has maintained her white supremacy 
without violating the federal constitu- | 
tion, In the language of the day, by dis- 
franchising the negro, and thus endan- | 
gering her federal representation under 
the fourteenth amendment. In her future 
white supremacy, she is just as safe as 
any of her sister states. Thelr neces- 
sities may have called for such laws. 
Our necessities do not.

There was some evidence of re- 
newed liquidation in some spots at times, 
bur the whole market became very strong 
in the late trading and closed firm near 
the best. Covering of short contracts 
by a retreating bear party apparently 
played a considerable part in the rise 
and the demand was rather urgent at 
some points, notably Amalgamated Cop- 
per. Rumors were revived of property 
consolidations, coming dividend surprises, 
capital readjustments and other symp- 
toms which characterized the market up 
to the time of the crash, and the spec- 
ulation took om much the same appear- 
ance as before that event. Northern 
Securities touched a new high record on 
the curb, and the settlement rumors re- 
garding that corporation renewed their 
petent effect on speculative sentiment.

New York, December. 10.—Heavy liqui-

stock market and the increasing momen- 
tum of the downward movement resulted 
in a crash on Thursday, which took on 
the proportions of a panic during an hour.

Tokio, December 1!0.—The Japanese 
cruiser Sai Yen struck a mine and sank 
November 30. The majority of her crew

'commanding, while cooperating with the 
l army in bombarding Port ArtHtir Novem- 
| ber 30, struck a Russian mine and was 
seen tobe enveloped in smoke. The

ceased firing and went to the rescue of 
the Sai Yen. Finding that the latter 
was making water rapidly, the Akagi 
anchored near the sinking ship and,

The weekly earn- 
ings of the company which are showing 
most satisfactory results are not being 
published, as was formerly done, for rea- 
somm best known to the present officers, 
“The representatives of the New York 
management have recently circulated a | 
report to the effect that Baltimore stock- 
holders generally in the Seaboard have 
parted with their holdings. This state- 
ment is, of course, untrue and misleading. 
I believe that a large majority of the 
stock is stfll held outside of the voting 
trust.

HAS RETURNED 


M'Michael fxplains Reasons 
for his Leaving Macon, 


| Says His Nerves Were Completely 
Unstrung by the Transactions 
in Cotton and That Friends 
Advised Him To Go 
to Country.

S. McMichael, formerly the Macon cotion 
buyer of S. Marshall Bulley & Sons, of 
|Liverpool, New York and Savannah, !s 
| now in this city shaking hands with his 
| friends, determined to face any charges 
which may be preferred, Though he dis- 
appeared last Monday night, and was 
not seen or heard of for several days, he 
was very much in evidence this morn- 
ing after reading The Constitution's ac- 


count of his disappearance, 

“Well, I did disappear in a certain 
sense,” Mr. McMichael explained. “‘My 
nerves were al] unstrung. I took a run 
down in the country a few days for my 
health—left for Jones county Monday 
night at the advice of friends. But I 
saw your story in The Constitution this 
morning, and thought I would iet you 
know that I am baca—here to stay.”’ 

Altogether Mr, McMichael took the 
matter very affably, and told the re- 
porter how it happened that he involved 
his company, S. M. Bulley & Sons, in 
the loss reported and estimated as high 
as $25,000. 

‘Tt was this way,” said Mr. McMichael: 
‘Tl bought two or three hundred bales of 
gotton for my company, cotton went 
down, and though the loss was small, I 
hated to report it to my people in Savan- 
nah. As time went on I thought I would 
cover it by buying more cotton, but it 
continued to decline till I had bought 
something like 1,800 bales in the hopé 
that I would be able to cover the first 
loss.

I went to Savannah, 
made a clean breast of the whole busi- 
ness to my company, and told them I 
would always feel under a moral obliga- 
tion to meet any loss which they might 
sustain by my transactions.

A good ball is one thet passes over 
any part of the home base not lower 
than the bafsman’s knees nor higher 
than his stroulder. 

Three strikes retires the batsman, tn- 
less the third atrike fa dropped by the 
catcher with no base runner occupying 
first base; and four balls entitles him 
to his base. 

The pitcher may make balks, entitling 
the batsman and base runners to extra 


game. 

Block balls follow the same rule as tn) 
the outdoor game. Base running and | 
scoring rules are also practically identi- | 
cal with the outdoor rulos. 

The main points of difference from the 
outdoor game afe the following: 

The ball used ts much larger than the 
outdoor ball, being about 17 Inches In 
circumference, It welghs a trifle over 
8 ounces and !s very soft. But while 
the ball is larger, the bat Is considerably 
|smaller, being properly not more than 
2 3-4 feet long and not more than |! 5-8 
inches in diameter, making {it a rather 
dificult matter to hit the large ball after 
all. This is rendered still more difficult 
by reason of the pitcher standing more

Apportionment of New Fund of More Than $1,723,- 
ooo Made by State School Commissioner--State 
Gossip from the Capitol. 


TATE SCHOOL COMMISSIONER 


pleted the work of apportioning the 
state school fund for 1905, and a table 
is presented herewith showing just what 
amount each county and each local school 
system will receive for school purposes 
during that year. 
The school fund, which is derived from 
various sources, including $1,000,000 from 


ern and Atlantic rental, $270,000 from 
poll taxes, $170,000 from the liquor tax 
and smaller amounts from various other 
sources, will be more than $1,723,000 in 
1905, or $200,000 more than has ever 
been distributed before. This increase is 
due to the Increase in the general ap- 
propriation from $800,000 to $1,000,000. 
In addition to the foregoing there will 
be during the year about $200,000, de- 
rived from the hire of convicts, which 
will be distributed among the 108 coun- 
ties which do not receive felony convicts 
from the state for working their public 
roads. This amount has not, of course, 
been included in the following appor- 
tionment, because it is not apportioned 
among all the counties. As a matter of 
fact, therefore, the total school fund 
for 1905 will be more than $1,900,000. 
This apportionment of the school fund 
for 1905 was made on a basis of thé 


census taken in 1903. 


Atlanta Fares -Weli. 

Atlanta will receive from the state for 
public schools in 1905 $55,328.35, in ad- 
dition to $18,318.65, which will be paid 
to the schools of Fulton county, making 
a total for Fulton county of $73,647, 
the. largest amount- received by any 
county in the state.

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Georgia’s Coal Deposits 
Bulletin No. 12 of the geological sur- 
vey of Georgia is a “Preliminary Re- 
port on the Coal Deposits of Georgia,” 
but a very carefully prepared and thr- 
ough one, by Professor S. W. McCaulle, 


assistant state geologist. 

Professor McCallie has devoted much 
time and attention to this work, and he 
is to be congratulated upon the sowing 
made in this interesting and important 
bulletin which has just been issued from 
the press. 

The geological survey is in charge of 
State Geologist W. 8. Yeates, but Pro- 
fessor McCallie was put in charge of the 
survey of the Georgia coal fields, ond 
his report will be read with wide inter- 


eat. 

The principal coal fields of Georgia 
are found in the northwestern part of 
the state. Coal deposits are found in 
the rocks of the carboniferous era, and 
in Georgia these are best developed in 
Dade, Walker and Chattooga counties, 
though considerable areas occur in Floyd, 
Gordon, Whitfield and Catoosa. The 
bulletin in its various chapters deals 
extensively with the following subjjects: 

Chapter I, The Carboniferous Rocks of 
Georgia; chapter II, Topography; chap- 
ter IlI, Structural Geology of the Coal 
Fields; chapted 1V, The Coal Depostts 
of Walker County; chapter V, The Coal 
Deposits of Chattooga County; chapter 
VI, The Coal Deposits of Dade County; 
chapter VII, Correlation Notes; chapter 
VIII, Discussion of the Chemical Prop- 
erties of the Georgia Coals. 

The bulletin ts profusely lWlustrated, 
containing besides pictures of the va- 
rlous coal mines in northwest Georgia 
and of the most marked carbo:.ilerous 
rocks, many geological maps showing 
clearly the distribution of the coal bear- 
ing area and just where coal] has been 
and is liable to be found. Interesting 
and important among these are the 
maps of Lookout mountain and Sand 
mountain, in which such extensive dcpns- 
its have been found. 

The concluding chapter on the chem- 
ical properties of Georgia coal from 
Lookout mountain is by Professor W. 
H. Emerson, professor of chemistry at 
the Georgia Schoo] of Technology. Pro- 
fessor Emerson shows from his analy- 
sis that these Georgia coals are of ex- 
cellent quality for steam and coking, 
ons similar to the Pocahontas of Vir- 
ginia. 

The bulletin shows the location of prac- 
tically all the deposits, indicating those 
of commerctal value. It may be op- 
tained upon application to the state 
geologist.

A movement has been set on foot with- 
in the past day or two to form @ society 
which shall look after the helpless and 
crippled beggars who infest the streets 
of the elty, especially noticeable during 


the holiday season. 

Those who have signified their inten- 
tion of taking an interest in the work of 
the new society are men who are well 
acquainted with. the needs of the city 
and who are among the most prominent 
workers for the city’s advancement. 

The plan on which the charitable or- 
ganization propose to work is outlined 
in the following statement: 

“We, the undersigned subscribers here- 
to, believe that a great work can be 
done in Atlanta by organizing an asso- 
ciation and having the same incorporated 
for charitable purposes. 

“The main object of this association 
will be to take from the streets of At- 
lanta all beggars, blind, cripples, in- 
digents, deformed people or other unfor- 
tunates, who are on the streets and who 
are unable to care for themselves, and 
properly distribute alms among s@gid per- 
sons. The furfher object will be to ar- 
range a systematic work of charity; to 
have the work divided into wards, and 
to have some person in each ward look 
after his particular section, and to pro- 
vide a place where the unfortunates can 
be taken and cared for. 

‘‘The further object of the association 
is to be non-political and non-sectarian, 
and while it is not intended to interfere 
with any religious organization, it is in-

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OTIS SKINNER’S NEW PLAY: 
GOSSIP FROM GOTHAM TOWN

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| WONDER how Otis Skinner’s play, 
| | ‘The Harvester.’”’ will take wher 
he brings it to Atlanta? 

It had a fair success at the Lyric here, 
but not half the popularity which it 
deserved by reason of all things that go 
| to make a play worth while. 

The play itself is unique and poetic 
in aonception and pldt, the staging 
béautiful and the cast is as fine an all- 
round cast as I have ever seen. There 
is really nothing to criticise in the work 
of the first-class artists with whom Mr. 
Skinner has surroundedd himself, and 


the role of the Harvester, the gay light- 
hearted gipsy, is one excellently suited 
for the well-known star. 

I think the play itself, simple pas- 
toral as {t was on the facé of it, was 
over the heads or rather over the strict 
' morale of the American people, and the 
| audience found it a serious tnconsist- 
ency hitting harg on training and on 
conventional drama, to accept the char- 
acter of the Harvester and like him 
just as he was, for the wandering gipsy 
minstrel presented the libertine in a new 
and amiable guise. careless, irresponsi- 
ble, unwittingly cruel it is true, but not 
with the usual accompaniments of hoofs 
and horns, 

No audience is prepared for this pe- 
culiar combination of Faust and Piler- 
rot, this merry youth who takes his 
happiness wherever he finds it and goes 
on his unthinking way rejoicing. 

The role, therefore, is not an easy 
one for the most accomplished of ar- 
tists, since he must, at orte and the same 
time, create a new character opposed to 
fcrmer traditions and controvert thereby 
the rooted traditions in the consciences 
before the footlights. 

It is unnecessary for me to go into the 
plot of the play in detail, as it is now 
perfectly familiar, and everybody knows 
that ‘“‘The Harvester’ is a pastoral love 
story laid in the picturesque village of 
Dominique, in French Canada, in 1850; 
that it tells of a gipsy’s love for a peas- 
ant girl and the tragedy resulting there- 
from. The gipsv is a harvester in the 
fields near by, but he grows restless in 
a little while and takes to the road, 
leaving the girl to suffer and marry an- 
other man as soon as possible. 

He comes back in twenty years, finds 
the husband of his early love at. the 
point of death, the son and mother per- 
secuted by thelr landlord, a grasping 
old selgneur, who is going to throw them 
all out because his daughter is in love 
with the peasant’s son. 

The old miser, therefore, ts the villian 
and not the harvester, , for the gipsy 
saves the day by> scaring’ 14 man to 
death with enchantments. ang incanta- 
tions that threaten devastations of the | 
miser’s lands and death to his cattle, 


beautiful stage setting, the seigreur’s 
house surrounded by blooming peachtrees 
and the Harvester swings down over 
the wall very realistically by the Hmb of 
a blossoming bough, and gains the day 
for the son of his old sweetheart, Soi- 
nette. Soimette, be it said, does some 
unique things. She forgives her old love 
all the heartaches he causes her and 
goes on with the family ironing like any 
sensible woman of forty ought to do. 

This is such a relief from the usual 
storm and recrimination of a first meet- 
ing after long years between the people 
with one past that i rather comforted 
and cheered me personally, and I be- 
lieve all the other matinee women liked 
it, too, for they applauded wildly and 
brought Mr. Skinner out before the cur- 
tain to blesg and thank them. The old 
peagant husband of Svinette dies on

The 
lineg of the play are beautpziul—the whole 
conception a prose poem perfectly set 
amd supremely well acted. Thus hag been, 
as everybody knows, a wretched theati- 
cal season With some three exceptions, 
none of the theaters are full, and tne 
attractions most counted on, Mrs. Pat- 
rock Oampwelli and Reane, have had pour 
seasons. 1 have seen Madame Hejaue in

In This Building, Then the Home of the Boston Conservatory of 
Music, the Famous Songstress Tock Her First Lessons, 
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OSTON, December 10.—(Special.)— 

Bvery year when the opera season 

opens many stories are told about 
the famous singers who come to this 
country from abroad at tremendous sal- 
aries, but scarcely a word is said of the 
Americans among them. This is, per- 
haps, because the nationality of 
Americans is frequently disguised under 
a nom de theater, as they have learned 
in Paris to call their stage names. And 
there is also little said about those other 
men and women, born and trained on 
this side of the water, who are now sing- 
ing in the famous companies of Europe, 
though many of them have never appear- 
ed in thelr native land. Yet taken at its 
full length, the list of successful and 
distinguished singers in opera and con- 
cert who were born in the United States 
and whose voices were first “discovered” 
by American teachers is ag noteworthy 
as that of any other country in the 
world. 

Probably the most famous of all the 
singers, certainly of those who are now 
living, is Adelina Patti. Though a native 
of Madrid, she spent her childhood In 
New York and made her debut there. 
Amnie Loulse Cary, who retired some 
years ago but was in her time one of 
the great contraltos of both America and 
Europe, was born in the little town of 
Wayne in the Pine Tree State. A list of 
American girls whose nationality Was 
almost forgotten during their interna- 
tional successes, includes the names of 
Bmma Nevada, who was a Miss Wixon 
til] she hecame a noted operatic star and 
adopted the name of her native state;

Tennessee has given the Italian stage 
Miss Marguerite Norri—her plain Amer- 
ican name is Freeling—though she has 
never been heard of by her fellow-coun- 
trymen since she left the conservatory 
in Boston, and Ralph Osborne, who went 
from the operatic school two years ago, 
first to Palermo and then to Madrid, is 
already one of the favorites of southern 
Europe, though he is yet to have his 
American “premiere.” 

It is only within a few years that the 
American vocalist felt it possible to find 
a complete education tn this country or 
to appear in public under a plain Amert- 
can name. It is safe to say that today 
much more than ever before American 
audiences are looking to American sing- 
ers for their concerts and operatic per- 
formances. One result has been the re- 
markable increase of interest that has 
made possible successful enterprises in 
the field of light musical opera, and of 
such important undertakings as the An- 
glicising of ‘Parsifal,” which are di- 
verting the public taste from the opera 
bouffe and opera comique that alone 
could expect any considerable public sup- 
port a few years ago, comparatively 
speaking.

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Sidewalk Merchant Selling Christmas Trees. 
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SOME TROUBLES OF 7HE ACTRESS ON ROAD 
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HAT the spirit: of Christmas is in 

T the alr is convincingly demon- 
strated by the ever-increasing 
large army of small merchants that now 
line the streets of the large cities ir 
the United States, transforming these 
@venues of trade into a sort of midway 
Plaisance or country fair of the cqntin- 
uous performance variety. 
The custom of poor people purchasing 
practically all their Christmas gifts, 
trees and greens from this class of im- 
promptu merchants is increasing every 
year, and in fact has reached such enor- 
mous proportions throughout the United 


States, that it ig estimated that between | 


three and four millions of dollars find 
their way into the pockets of the briet- 
lived sidewalk merchants every holiday 
season. 

These progressive and energetic mer- 
chants have a distinctive trade all their 
own, their patrons being mostly among 
the poorest of the cities, who, for a 
small expenditure of money, are ena- 
bled to procure out-of-date toys, novel- 
ties and trinkets, 
days and which a few seasons before 
were sold in the big shops at a much 
higher figure. In this way the slim- 
pursed buyers secure a great deal for 
very little, and are thus made happy 
by being permitted on very slender means 
to enter into the spirit of the joyous 
season. 

This line of business conducted by 
the street merchants has now become 
em really most important and interest- 
ing phase of the Christmas geason, 8v 
mudgh so that their absence just at this 
particular time would be missed more 
than any other feature of the anti- 
holiddy season and cause deep regret to 
thousands of their increasing meltituce 
of patrons. 

The wares exhibited by some of these 
street merchants are mere catchpennies, 
utterly useless, of course, but from the 
purchase of one or more of them, there 
fg apparently no escape. Many of these 
articles, though time and labor’ are 
doubtless required in their making, are 
never seen until] the street merchant pro- 
@uces them three or four weeks previous 
te Christmas day, and then the novelty 
@f the idea is frequently compelling. 

The sidewalk merchants appear sudden- 
ly in every large town and city of the 
United States, early in December, and

almost at once begin to ply ae feverish, 
lucnative trade among the gradually in- 
creasing number of shoppers, clogging 
street traffic and besetting the pedes- 
triang with their unearthly din up to 
Christmas eve, when puff! they are gone, 
vanished into thin air ,to spend the large 
fortune they have carried with them and 
to hiberante, ag it were, until the return 
of the harvest days of their business in 
the following Christmas season. 

Although by the youngsters of the 
wealthy the wares displayed by these 
Christmas sidewalk merchants are looked 
upon as cheap and uninteresting, to tiie 
children of the streets they are jdst so 
Many luxuries, and as the majority of 
their patrons fhelong to the latter class, 
the fakirs don’t care what others think. 

Some articles sold by them are perfect- 
ly worthless, not lasting any length of 
time, as in the case of many toys they 
sell. The street merchant, however, is 
not worried over this condition of things. 
Why should he? 

He has but one momentary want fo fill, 
and ‘were his customers to return, in many 
instances, to his impromptu “store’’ on 
the sidewalk, the following day, after 
having made @ purchase, to have articles 
exchanged, they would he unable to lo- 
cate him, for the reason that he had de- 
camped to another street which possibly 
offered ‘better advantages in disposing 
of his Christmas wares. 

For such people who patronize the 
street merchant, the wares must’ needs 
ibe gaudy to command attention. So that 
the Christmas candy they sell is pinker, 
greener and even etickier than those more 
elegant bonbons sold behind plate glass 
windows. 

Concerning the quaiity of it! Well, there 
are few persons who haven't partaken 
of its Mke with ae particular relish at 
one time before their tastes had ‘been ed- 
ucated, refined and bored by a surfeit of 
proper dafnties, 

The old probiem of supply and demand 
is met by these sidewalk venders, and 
solved as to the wants and desires of hu- 
manity, which this year has increased to 
an extent never before equaled. 

Not only Christmas toys, novelties 
and books are dispensed by the sidewalk 
merchants at Christmas time, but also 
turkeys, chickens, wild ducks and in 
fact game of all kind, prices received 
being less than that obtained by the reg- 
ular merchant located in well-stocked

stores, where he is obliged to pay heavy 


irent and meet other heavy financial obli- 


gations. 

Some how thie real spirit of Christmas 
seems to lurk with the sidewalk mer- 
chant found all over the country just 
at this time, with the gay fruits and 
holly wreaths, the bunches of mistletoe 
and clusters of immortelles; the penny 
whistles and the joyous rabble of young- 
sters. 

This is healthy and good, characteris- 
tic and picturesque typical. 

The greatest activity among hundreds 


of sidewalk merchants is now manifest, 


j|having received their supply of Christmas 


trees and decorative greenery. Streets 


and avenues of every large city now 


present the beautiful vistas, through 
which one loves to thread one’s way, in- 
haling the spicy’ odor. 

“That wreath? Fifty cents, sir. 
no, that ain’t dear, sir. Why just look 
at all them berries. That’s a mighty 
fine wreath for the price. Oh, yes. str, 
I can send them. I have a boy here with 
a@ push cart. How many did you say? 
Six of them hollies and the same of the 
laurels, and how many yeards of the 
greens? Now, what did you say the 
name of the hospftal, sir? All right, 
Have a piece of mistletoe, gentlemen. 
Much obliged and a merry Christmas to 
you all.” And the obsequious vender 
bows them off and turns again to his less 
important customer. 

New York, Chicago, St. Louls, Pitts- 
burg, Boston, Baltimore, Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati, San Francisco and Philadelphia 
are the most fertile: fields for the Christ- 
mas sidewalk merchant. All told, pos- 
sibly these ten cities enumerated, give 
work to street merchants to the number 
of 100,000 and more, whose annual in- 
come is away up in the millions. 

All nationalities are represented among 
the business ‘men of the sidewalk, but 
the major portion of them are foreigners 
who in a few years are firmly estab- 
lished in the business and able to pur- 
chase a large amount of goods, which 
they secure from special wholesale deal- 
ers on partial payments, paying the 
balance of Indebtedness when the goods 
are sold. Thousands of dollars are rep- 
resented in. the stock which now filis 
their wagons, pushcarts, booths,  bar- 
rows, etc., and which will shortly be 
converted into cash with a large increa- 
ed profit.

DECATUR'S AN1E-BELLUM PROGRESS 
~COMPARED TO PRESENT DAY DECATUR 
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By J. S. Mills. 

HE continued improvement in subur- 

ban transit facilities and the con- 

fined area of the corporate limits of 
Atlanta would make the growth of De- 
eatur identical with that of the city if 
unfavorable conditions were not inter- 
pesed by the fact that Decatur is in an- 
other county, and while these conditions 
have, no doubt, operated to retard -busi- 
ness and manufacturing districts in their 
expansion eastward, they have been ex- 
actly such as were required for making 
Decatur an ideal residence town, and it 
has now become a populous city, with 
street railways, electric lights and great 
institutions, both educational and elee- 
mosynary,-and yet retains the quiet as- 
nect and social amenities of the country 
village. Thus the town has already pro- 
eressed sufficiently to manifest its des- 
tiny so far as may be demonstrated by 
reasonable deductions, and with the im- 
nulse which will be given by the 
sources of the metropolis the moment 
when Atlanta brings the smaller city 
within her borders, the necessity of 
which is more and more apparent, and 
the consummation ot which only awaits 
the contrivance of expediency. she will 
become one of, if not the most handsome 
-esidence districts of the south. 

For Decatur was not an accidental 
town eite, but was laid off by design, 
and its streets have none of the anom- 
aties of Atlanta, which, though imposing 
in the business quarters, are fatal to tae 
heauty of the residence sections. 

Decatur, you must know, has always 
been ea town of pretensions. It was laic 
off from the county site lot of land by 
the inferior court in !823. It took Its 
name from Stephen Decatur, the distin- 
guished naval officer, who took part in 
the war of 1612, with Great Britain, and 
who had before achieved fame by chas- 
tizing Tripoli in [804, thereby relieving 
the American states from paying tribute 
to that piratical government. The great

An Educational Center. 

| Decatur in Its early history was also an 
educational and business center. Lots in 
ithe town were, pursuant to law, set apart 
‘to the various religious denominations, 
the conditions being the erection by the 
churches of houses of worship, and these 
churches were incorporated under the leg- 
islature of the state Here Moses Wad- 
_dell, Lovick Pierce, Samuel Anthony, 
Joseph Stiles and other celebrated minis- 
ters proclaimed the gospel of salvation. 

In the matter of schools the early his- 
tory of Decatur was no less distin- 
guished. The DeKalb Academy is yet 
‘in existence and the Hannah Moore In- 
stitute, in which. Rev. John 8S. Wilson 
taught, was a famous institution of 
learning. Mr. Wilson, it may be remem- 
‘marked, organized in the city of Atlan- 
ita the First Presbyterian church on the 
old site of the First Methodist church. 

| Decatur to this day is more than 
abreast of the educational spirit of the 
‘times. The magnificent Agnes Scott, 
erected by the munificence of the iate 
Colonel G. W. Scott, in which are taught 
| Pupils from nearly, if not all, the south- 
jern states, has a reputation for thorougy. 
yness excelled by no college in the coun- 
try. The Donald Fraser High Schoo! for 
\boys is scarcely less known, while the

A Horse Racing Town. 

There is evidence yet of another ad- 
vance in the settlement of the countrv 
in the remains of the mile race track on 
the McDonough road near the corporate 
limits of the town bringing vividly 
to mind the time when the rich planter 
and slaveholder traveled by stage from 
North and South Carolina, from  4Au- 
gusta, Kentucky and Mobile and the 


‘black lands of Alabama to witness the 


races and to race and back his favorite 
horse. He had a gloved hand and a soft 
voice, but the heart of a king and the 
courage of a Hon. It was on his way 
from Decatur to the racetrack that Gen- 
eral Glascock, a member of congress, and 
one of Georgia’s most distinguished pub- 
lic men, was killed by being thrown from 
his horse. From him Glascock county 
takes its name. 

William Jackson was Deatur’s first 
stock breeder. Hie residence stood neat 
where the Agnes Scott now stands, and 
his studs fattened on the wild cane and 
wild peas of a thousand acres. This 
William Jackson was the first grdifd 
juror sworn in the county 6f Henry, from 
whence came the counties of DeKalb 
and Fulton. 

The race track was lald off about 18380 
by the Calhoun’s, also noted wealthy 
planters and horse breeders and racers, 
and was by them kept in conditin for 
some twenty years, or into the early

But if a tongue were put in every drink 
of whisky sold in the old saloon stories 
could be told, which in their burden 
of tragedy would more than equal all 
the fire and horror and rapine of Sher- 
man‘s devastating army. It stands on 
the court house square like a gruesome 
relic of a bloody and barbarous age, 
nothing approaching its fearful sugges- 
tivenegs unless it be the sacrificial stones 
of the heathen and sanguinary Aztecs. 


Decline of Prosperity. 

After a Jong period of prosperity, from 
1823 to the building of the Western and 
Atlantic railway, the Macon and Western 
railway (now the Central of Georgia) and 
the Georgia railway, the prosperity of 
Decatur began to decline, and this be- 
cause the people of the town disdained 
the new dangerous aml experimental] 
mode of transportation, and preferred 
the tried, time-honored and approved 
mode of transit and transportation by 
horseback, the stage coach and ox teams, 
When these three roads were chartered 
it was contemplated that they should 
form a junction at some point south of 
the Chattahoochee, and the logica] ter- 
minus was Decatur. But the Decatur 
people refused to grant right of ways or 
terminal pacilities for the entrance of 
the smoky, dangerous, experimental in- 
novation, and the convenient cross roads 
was selected. The cross roads instantly 
boomed. 

With the boom came a new sense of 
dignity, and it wag thought necessary to 
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'ufacturer, Jonathan B. Wilson. and now | 


| get rid of its old provincial name, ant 
|Marthasville was selected. 

| Next the new county of Fulton was 
‘ent off from DeKalb, and the name of 
the now growing city was again changed 
to the classical and euphonious one of 

Atalanta, which has since been con- 
tracted to Atlanta. 

During these stirring times the citizens 
of Decatur began moving to the new 
city, for the railroad fare from here to 
there was 25 cents, and passenger ser- 
vice not always to be depended upon. So 
the town in which had sat the supreme 
court, with Voseph Henry Lumpkin, Eu- 
genius A. Nesbitt and Hiram Warner on 
the bench fell into decay, Decatur fur- 
nishing the new county and city with 
lawyers, ministers and public officers, 
Six of her citizens in time became may- 
‘ors.

Jot and house familiarly known almost 
for a half century as the “Calico House,”’ 
‘on the corner of Auburn, and Courtland 
‘avenues, will be transferred to the First 
‘Methodist church, of Atlanta, for hospital 
|purposes. At present it has seventeen 
‘rooms, and will be enlarged from time 
‘to time as needs require, until it will 
‘stand second to no denominational Iinsti- 
tution of its kind in tne south. For the 
present the old Calico house will be used 
\without any alteration. 

Lo. Warnock, who moved to Atlanta 
from Alabama, bought the house from 
the Bell estate in the year 1879, and his 
‘family-has resided in it ever since. Mr. 
Warnock died two years ago and the 
\property was sold for the sum of $17,600. 
‘The lot is 50 by 190 feet, and beautifully 
shaded with magnolias and oaks. 

There is no doubt that this is the most 
‘compactly built house in the city of At- 
lanta. The walls are from top to bottom 
'8 feet in thickness, built of solid granite 
and hauled from what was known at the 
‘time of its erection as Lynch's quarry,
